Together with the wofull and lamentable prefent 
eſtate and condition thereof. 


A Feer that the ſaid Generall had;as is reported, ma» 
V&1y times off:red- the Ciry conditions of peace, 
yea, and vpon the Munday the ninth of ay, being 
the day before hee tookeit, But the Citizens would 
not harken thereunto , no nor in the leaſt manner 
would ſo much as take it-into their conſideration or 
vnderftandings, though he threatned them, it would 
otherwiſe fall very heavy vponthem, and being fur- 
ther admoniſhed by the Burgomalter , evenupon the 
Tueſday morning before it was taken. A writing was 
read vpon the wall of the Citie, expreſſing a-peace 
then offered to have beene ratified, with the ſaid Ci- 
tie, the Arch-dukes of Saxon, Brandenbareh, and the 
houſe of Szartene , conditionally thatthey wonld bee 
ſubic@ tothe Popilh liege, the which they in no wiſe 
would conſent vio, but willingly they would much-: 
rather loſetheirlives and goods. 

The Citizens waited and. attended with certaine 
hope, not daily but hourely to-bee ſuccoured -by the

Alſo divers Inhabitants of fevcrall Villages within- 
the Biſhopricke and parts adioyning: brought in their 
ancient Deeds and Records of the Lands and Eſtates - 
which ſuffered as the Citizens, and none had quar- 
ter or deliverance, except one company of Souldiers 
which delired and had quarter promiſed them; 
The Lord Feeld Martial Falkenburgea moſt valiant 
Souldier ſentby the King of Swedem for the defence of 
the Citic: was offered pardon and quarter by his e- 
nemies, but he and his valiantly deſpiſed ir, and rather 
choſe to fight and die manfully, and prefling into the - 
market place, fought vntill-hee and his had ſlaine 400. 
dut being over-matched by the whole multitude of his - 
encmies that ſeconded each other againſt him, was 
{hot to death, and ſoleft by a houſe wholy-ſer on fire, - 

and ſoleft.. 
The Lord Adminiſtratoror Biſhop of the Citic and * 
Confines, having irithe flight received a wound on his. 
head, was amongſt other prime men taken, carried a- 
way priſonerto. //ulfonbattell a fort of the Enemies:
